J ohn Trees ' he stood 
gazing 
into 
space, his ey es moistened, the picture 
of despair. 
After a pause he suddenly 
pulled [himself J together and continued, 
“ How did it come about? Why , easy 
enough. 
Say , 
did 
y ou 
ever 
trap 
quails by the old box aud diteh trap? 
Well, that ex plains the situation. 
I’m 
in. 
Yes, all in.” 
It seems that Trees was “ worked” 
pretty smoothly concerning the mat­ 
ter. 
The Shelby vi lie Republican say s: 
Several y ears ago William and Han­ 
nah Trees, well known 
in 
Shelby 
county , died. 
They left eight child­ 
ren. 
Their son, Adam, left 
home 
t wenty -four y ears ago and not a word 
had been heard from him since that 
time. 
It was supposed by the heirs of the 
estate that he 
had met death and 
when the settlement of the estate was 
made, the court went through 
the 
matter of declaring him legally dead, 
thus prev enting him from securing 
any of the estate, were he y et alive. 
His interest was then divided among 
the other heirs of the estate. 
Recently there arrived in'this city 
a well dres*ed*Bfranger.¡who registered 
at the Hotel Ray . 
He claimed his 
name as Adam Trees. 
He made inquiry , finally gaining the 
information that his 
brothers 
ami 
sisters still resided in various parts 
of Shelby county . 
He v isited at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Miclmcl Zoble; 
also bis brothers, J ohn and Shelby 
Trees, ami also the other relativ es. He 
also learned that he had a brother, 
Newton, at New Castle, aud he v isited 
him. 
Tiie brother stated that he had pros­ 
pered greatly in the West and that lie 
was at the present time located in 
California, where 
he 
owned large 
mining and land interests. 
Ho finally gained the confidence of 
the members of the Trees family aud 
after a while, made the proposition 
to take Newton Trees and wife, also 
J ohn Trees and his wife aiul his sister, 
Mrs. Zoble to California to spend a 
few months with him, he agreeing to 
pay all the ex penses of the trip to 
Caifornia, aud also the ex penses of 
the return journey . The plan w as sup­ 
posed to have been all arranged, and 
the day set for a meeting in Indian- 
apolis, when the start on the western 
trip was to be made. 
Shortly afterwards J ohn Trees and 
the long-last brother met at the home 
of a cousin in this city and Adam in­ 
terested J ohn in some western mines. 
After a long talk over the proposi­ 
tion, J ohn decided that he would in 
vest in some of the property on his 
arrival in Calitornia. 
Adam finally 
persua ded J ohn lo giv e him $1800 for 
vrtfe keeping until their arrival in the 
western state, when the money , from 
which he could realize about 20 per 
cent., w ou ld be returned over to him 
lor investment. 
Further arrangements were made 
in regard to the trip, when the sub­ 
jects was finally dismissed aud Adam 
gave an ex cuse to go out into the 
y ard. 
Since then he has never returned 
and the thought of “ buncoed” after­ 
wards flashed across J ohn's mind. 
The matter has now been placed in 
tl,e l lands of attorney s.

The de­ 
feat is attributed to an extraord!nary 
whirl of causes, starting with poHLcai 
revenge and taking in a wide sweep, 
embracing the most up to-date social 
ism as a factor. 
The victor is J udge 
Edward F. Dunne. Democrat, who was 
elected by a plurality of 24,248 and 
received a majority of 945 of all the 
votes cast. 
He also had the distinc­ 
tion of receiving the g reatest vote ever 
cast in Chicago for a candidate for the 
office of mayor.
